Of course there are other things in 


the suggestions, among which is one 
that the pitcher not be compelled to 
place his first two offerings over the 
plate. He could make them, a little 
wild if he wanted to and then hook 
over three for strikes. Naturally the 
batter would- want those first ones 
and probably would take a crack at 
them even if they didn't come close. 


Another suggestion is that the foul
